c. The question of the President's Peace Corps and our relation to it 
was discussed briefly. The Director designated as the person 

to maintain contact with what is going on in the Peace Corps but emphasized 
that we were not to contemplate using it in any capacity. There was a ques- 
tion as to whether we should put out a Notice to this effect, but it was de- 
cided that we should not do so at this time. 

d Bob Amory briefed us on the negotiations which he is carrying on 
with the Department of State which may lead to CIA taking over the entire 
N!S Program and the Biographic Registry. This would involve picking up 
about 120 people on our rolls. The Director said that before any agree- 
ment was finalized a paper would be developed and circulated so that we 
would all have a chance to make our comments . 

e - Th^jrecto^xpressed his unhappiness with the fact that we had 
l!1 HHH or a cou Pl e of months and that he was unable to com- 
monicate^^gl^d to the Director the emergency measures which 
BHIBWBBBh wMPB took last night to ensure that this man can communi- 
cate today and also explained our procedures whereby we do not send a 
one-man station cryptographic equipment until he advises us by cable that 
e has a secure position from which to communicate. The Director doesn't 
like this and he thinks that the material should go out ahead of the man or 
at least should arrive th ere simultaneously w ith him, an «L I undertook to 
explore this matter with ■■^^^■and to see whether this could 
be done and^nmn^ithir^hebounds of good cryptographic security.
